Dominion Gov’t. Forwards 


Meteorological Date to 
England

OTTAWA, Ont., Jan. 21-—-To as- 
sist the Imperial Shipping Commit- 
tee in negotiating a marine insurance 
rate for the Hudson Bay ‘route, the 
Canadian government has forwarded 
to England all the meteorological data 
collected in recent years, together 
with the logs of all ships that have 
passed through the straits, It is ex- 
pected the committee will succeed in 
negotiating a rate before navigation 
opens next summer and that it will 
be in effect when the first wheat is 
moved out of Churchill Harbor in Sep- 
tember. ° 

The meteorological data was col- 
lected by the government radio sta- 
tions in the north and extends back 
several years. It includes tempera- 
ture readings, ice conditions both in 
the Bay and in the straits, visibility 


records and general information that) + 


would be of assistance in striking a 
marine insurance rate. Records also 
of wrecks and marine casualties were 
included. 

Whether the rate negotiated with 
the insurance underwriters will be 
low enough to make the route econom- 
jeally possible for cfirgo vessels, is a 
matter of conjecture in government 
circles here. It is the practice for 
insurance underwriters to base rates 
on casualty records of the past, but 
in the case of the Hudson Bay route, 
this is practically an unknown fac- 
tor. With the exception of small 
coastal steamers and vessels owned by 
the Hudson's Bay Company, there has 
been no regular freight traffic moving 
along the route. Because of this fact, 
it may be necessary for the Dominion 
government to take a hand in fixing 
the rate, possibly absorbing a portion 
of the risk and thus lowering the 
whole rate structure.

Mr. Ford is erecting plants in India 
where automobiles manufactured in Can- 
ada will be put together for sale in the 
great eastern realm.

The investigating commission has re- 
ported to President Hoover that after ele- 
ven years of prohibitory legislation “the 
commission is of opinion that there is as 
yet no adequate observance or enforce- 
ment.’ As to whether adequate enforce- 
ment is possible the commissioners are 
divided. That there is any prospect of 
general voluntary observance they do not 
seem to hope. 

The views of the commissioners appear 
to agree substantially with the reports 
appearing in United States newspapers, 
both as regards observance of the law and 
enforcement of the law. The “great ex- 
periment” is still in the experimental 
stage, so far as it relates to the abolition 
of drinking by statutory enactment. As a 
test of the willingness of our neighbors to 
observe a law which they do not want to 
observe, the experime..t seems to be con- 
clusive enough. 


EDMONTON’S EXHIBITION 

Last year wa3 a good one in which to 
lose money on fairs. Exhibitions at all 
the larger centres in the west produced 
deficits. ‘The Edmonton Exhibition As- 
sociation went behind a few dollars less 
than $15,000. 

The present season does not appear 
likely to be particularly more favorable, 
as an exhibition season, than last. Condi- 
tions are not such as to warrant an expec- 
tation that large crowds can be drawn to 
such events next summer, however great 
the attractions offered. 

It is to be supposed that due attention 
will be given to this fact in planning the 
coming spring show and the summer fair. 
If the “bigger and better” tradition has 
to be disregarded for the time the tax- 
payers are not likely to complain on that 
account. 

In the circumstances it would appear 
to be advisable to adopt a policy of re- 
trenchment in regard to the provision of 
costly entertainment features, and to run 
both the spring show and the fair pretty 
strictly on the lines of exhibitions of ag- 
ricultural and other products. 

That, after all, was the opject with 
which Edmonton began to hold an annual 
fair, and is still the important feature of 
these events. It is held that a large exhi- 
bition cannot succeed financially unless it 
takes on something of the character of a 
circus. But just now the bircus business 
is at a d'scount, and the conditions are fa- 
vorable for trying out just how much 
popular interest can be aroused in an “ex- 
hibition” as such. 


“NO NEW MESSAGE” 


The address that was delivered by 
President Wood at the annual U. F. A. 
convention, is characteristic of the man 
and his methods, In subject, substance 
and object it is in keeping with the 
speeches he has been delivering on similar 
occasions during the last fifteen years. 

Outsiders will be disappointed who 
scan the report of the speech in hope of 
finding out what advice the leader has to 
give to his followers in the way of speci- 
fic remedies for the adverse conditions 
which have come upon them, or what 
word of encouragement he has to offer to 
relieve the rather blank outlook that con- 
fronts western agriculture. 

On the questions of why the farmer 
is in difficulty, and how he is to find a 
way out, Mr. Wood frankly admits silence. 
“There is no new message,” he says, in re- 
ference to the expectation of the deleeates 
that he would devote some attention to 
these very practical considerations. And 
during the course of the address he kept 
consistently away from a discussion of

these matters which, as he correctly as- 
sumed, are engaging the very serious con- 
cern of farmers inside and outside the U. 
F. A. ranks, 

The speech—like its predecessors— 
was an exhortation, not a statement of 
advice or direction, or explanation. He 
urged the — and through them 
the members of the U. F, A., to “stay on 
the job’; meaning to stay in the organ- 
ization, and to keep the locals alive so that 
the machinery would be ready to put into 
action when an “emergency” arose, 

The “emergency,” as nearly as can be 
gathered from the context, means the ar- 
rival of another federal or provincial elec- 
tion. The inference is that the main 
business of the U. F. A. is to maintain con- 
trol of the provincial legislature and to 
return as many members as_ possible to 
parliament. To which Mr. Wood adds the 
customary, and not very comprehensible, 
assurance that the organization must not 
be considered to be a political party. 

What objective the U. F. A. shall set 
for itself is the business of its members, 
and it may be assumed that the veteran 
President has correctly represented what 
that objective is. But with farmers in 
Saskatchewan _ shrieking “secession,” 
with the Wheat Pools in chancery, with 
the whole “orderly marketing” doctrine at 
a discount, with the taxpayers of the 
three provinces in line to pay Pool losses 
running into millions of dollars, there will 
be regret outside the U. F. A., and per- 
haps among its members, that the head 
of this great farmers’ organization did not 
see fit to recognize the existeace and dis- 
cuss the causes and the cure of an “emer- 
gency” that is very much more pressing 
and more important than that involved in 
the election of members of the provincial 
legislature and the Dominion parliament.

LARGER TERMINALS NEEDED

bushels of Canadian wheat to China. 

If that plan is brought to fruition, Vancouver is 
the port through which those 100,000,000 bushe!s of 
wheat must pass. 

But how is Vancouver going to handle that mass 
of grain for China or anywhere else with a storage 
capacity of only 16,000,000 bushe's? 

If Canada can sell 100,000,000 bushels of wheat to 
China this year, under a credits plan, there is no 
reason why, with proper merchandising in a big way, 
she cannot sell 100,000,000 bushels of wheat to China 
every year 

Whether or not China buys Canadian wheat, Van- 
couver is destined to be one of the greatest grain ports 
in the world 

Uniess Vancouver is prepared to handle large 
quantities of wheat efficiently that grain will not 
come this way. No one is going to risk placing a great 
international trade movement lke this in jeopardy 
through port congestion and shipping delays 

If Vancouver is going to cash in on what ts prob- 
ably her greatest chance for port development, there 
should be not one day's delay in providing storage 
facilities, not for 16,000 000 bushels, but for 30,000,000 
bushels, at the least.--Vancouver Sun

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Health and Diet Advice

A PICTURE OF HEALTH 


Many attempts have been made to define perfect 
health. Today I will endeavor to describe those nor- 
mai conditions which should be present with one 
who claims to be in perfect health, 

Starting with the head, there should be a full 
head of lustrous, strong hair, The hearing and eye- 


sight should be perfect. Because of faulty develop- 
ment of the eyeball it may be necessary to wear 
glasses, but the eyes should be clear and sparkling. 
There should be enough perfect teeth for purposes 
of thorough mastication. 

One should be able to breathe freely through the 
nose both while awake and asleep. ‘The respiration 
and breathing rate for adults should be 18 per min- 
ute, with a steady pulse of 72 per minute, Revpiration 
in a young child should be be 30, with a pulse of 120, 
gradually changing until the adult stage 1s reached 
at about twenty years of age. The pulse should al- 
ways be approximately four times the breathing rate, 

The skin should be pink, soft and warm in all 
parts of the body, with no blemishes, The body 
should have a beautiful contour, such as seen in 
the great masterpieces of painting and sculpture. The 
body should be free from pain, and one should be un- 
conscious of the action of any of the internal organs. 

There should be three bowel movements dally, the 
stool round, smooth and well formed, The urine 
should be clear and straw colored. 

A good appetite should be always experienced in 
the morning and once or twice more dally. There 
should be a feeling of contentment after eating, but 
not drowsiness. 

The sleep should be restful, with no dreams, One 
should awaken refreshed in the morning and eager 
for work, 

Those who are well have a kindly feeling toward 
all of their associates, with a real interest in their 
friends’ problems, but complete tolerance to the 
views of everyone. There should be no pain or dis- 
comfort in any part of the body and the mind 
should not be easily irritated. 

If the above description fits any of you who are 
reading this article, you may be quite certain you 
are in perfect physical health. However, it is not a 
bad plan to have a complete physical examination 
made once or twice yearly, as your doctor may be 
able to discover deviations from the normal which 
have not shown as symptoms,

Question: Mrs. O. H. asks: “What is the cause 
of shingles and are they curable? When shingles 
run around the body until both ends meet, does it 
cause death?” 

Answer: Herpes Zoster, known by the common 
name of “shingles,” is caused by an acidosis which 
affects only one side of the nervous system so that 
the irritated patches on the skin appear over the 
nerves of the trunk on one side, usually on the upper 
back. ‘This disorder will not cause death, but, of 
course, may be associated with some other trouble, 
either functional or organic, from which death may 
ensue. 


Fats and Oils 
Question; J. S. writes; “I notice that when I eat 
oils that have been cooked, my stomach hurts, and 
when I eat raw oils, like olive ofl and butter, this does 
not occur,. Is this because uncooked tats are better 


than the others?” ~ 
Answer: When fatty foods are overheated, fatty 
acids are sometimes released, These will sometimes 
irritate the stomach and intestines and are probably 
what you noticed when eating the fried foods,

The political drama on the continent was too 
much for Lord Londonderry and quite suddenly 
IV George IV was left without a foreign secretary. 

Ar a result of Londonderry’s policies England was 


more mixed up in continental affairs than ever be- 
fore. Enormous expenses and endless negotiations 
resulted. He became overworked, for he was deter- 


mined that his country should play no secondary 
role in these gigantic manipulations of the Napo- 
leonic era, 

“I am worn out with fatigue,” he told Lord 


Granville early in August, 1822. 

The hero of Waterloo, the Duke of Wellington, 
visited him a day or so later, He was shocked at the 
minister’s appearance. Still he talked with the 
greatest clarity upon the affairs of the day. In the 
middle of the conversotion, however, and without any 
introductory remarks, he said: 

“To prove to you what danger I am in, my own 
servants think so, and that I ought to go off direct- 
ly, that I have no time to lose, and they keep my 
horses saddled that I may get away quickly they think 
that I should not have time to go away in a carriage.” 

Wellington was bewildered by this confused state- 
ment, which sounded as if Lord Londonderry had lost 
his mind. He gathered that the poor man imagined 
a plot was forming against him. He went hastily 
away, hunted up Bankhead, the surgeon, and sent 
him to the minister, Londonderry was cupped, and 
grew better. 

He was then preparing to go to the Congress of 
Vienna, Sir John Beckett, the judge-advocate, en- 
countering him on the steps of Carllon Hou‘e, said: 
“So, I hear that you purpose leaving us on Tuesday 
next to join the Congress?” 

Londonderry looked at him susp‘ciously 

“You, too, then are in the conspiracy to prevent 
my going,” he said accusingly. 

Beckett knew not what to say and departed. Lord 
Londonderry now seems to have realized his condi- 
tion, for on Sunday night he told his servants to 
remove his razors and pistols so that he could not get 
at them. They obeyed, but during the night he found 
a@ penknife in the room adjo-ning his bedroom. In the 
morning he was found with his throat slashed. 

The celebrated George Canning succeeded Lon- 
donderry as foreign secretary.

Yesterday I spoke of the fact that 
there exists today a social surplus of 
buying power that is more than 
cnough to absorb all existing excess 
production and to call for a speed- 
ing up of production 

The key to prosperity is the re- 
lease of this inactive surplus of 
buying power 

If all this inactive buying power 
were in the ‘ands of the consum- 
ers, it would be but a problem of 
psychological engineering «to con- 
vince the masses to begin buying. 


But the fact is—and, as I sald 
yesterday, a score of outstanding 
conservative bu'iness leaders have 


said as much to me during the last 
six mon‘hs-—that this inactive sur- 
plus is, in large part, in the hands 
of a small minority who do not de- 
sire to buy more than they are buy- 
ing for persona] and family use. And 
these bu iness leaders tell me that, if 
a larger share of this social sur- 
plus could be wisely routed into the 
pockets of the large majority who 
both need ani desire to buy more 
for persona] and family consump- 
tion, economic depression could 
quickly be made but a memory 

Now—make no mistake about this 

none of the business leaders who 
have said this to me have turned 
communist; they have said this as a 
resu't of the coldest of cold business 
calculation, They are simply clear- 
headed enough to see that if this 
social rurplus of buying power can 
be shifted more largely into the 
hands of men and women who still 
have legitimate personal and family 
needs unmet, the wheels of industry 
and the marts of trade wi!! quickly 
begin to hum with new activity, and 
that, as a result of this new activity, 
the smal’ minority will in the long 
run be better off than now as far 
as total wealth is concerned 

The key problem is, if I may re- 
peat, the problem of a wise and 
business-like redistribution of social 
buying power!

BEAUTY FROM FOODS 

Earlier this week I promised to give 
some hints on diet, especially for 
those who through sedentary 
had become victims of constipation. 
Exercise for correcting this condition 
were given in my last beau'y talk, so 
today I am going to make some menu 
suggestions, Remember, however, that 
diet and exercise are needed to rout 
this common compla‘nt. 

In the first place, those who have 
been in the habit of thinking of meg’ 
as the chief element in their diet 
must come to realize that for the 
adult engaged in sedentary, Mdoor 
work vegetables are more important. 
Meat or fish may be taken at one 
meal a day but vegetables should be 
included in two meals at least, Fruits, 
too, should be eaten daily. Six glass- 
fuls of water should be drunk during 
every day, between meals. 

Every normal person needs to eat 
food containing carbohydrates (sugars 
and starches), protein (meat, fish, 
evc.). fat, mineral salts and vitamins. 
In addition, roughage is necessary to 
prevent constipation. Th's roughage 
comes in fruiis, vegetables and whole 
gTain cereals and breads. By taking 
thought one can plan appetizing 
menus that contain all the desired 
food elements and at the same time 
guard affectnvely against constipa- 
tion. 

BREAKFASTS 

(1) Oatmeal with cream and sugar, 
&n apple including !‘s skin, a hot bev- 
erage, graham gems. 

(2) Stewed figs, whole wheat bread 
toasted with butter, soft boiled egg, 
hot beverage. 

(3) Fresh fruit, cornflakes with one 
tablespoonful of bran, cream and 
Sugar, graham gems with jam, hot 
beverage. 

BUSINESS WOMEN’S LUNCHES 

(1) A bowl of whole grain dry cer- 
eal with milk, some dates. 

(2) A lerge vegetable salad, glass 
of buttermilk, graham crackers, fruit. 

(3) Vegetable soup with crackers, 
fruit gelentine dessert, coffee cake. 

(4) Toasted cheese sandwich, hot 
beverage, fresh fru‘t. 

WRONG KIND OF LUNCHEON 

(1) Ham sandwich and ice cream 
soda. 

(2) Coffee and pie or tarts 

(3) A franfurter and a large pickle. 

(4) A large sticky cinnamon bun, 
coffee, cream puff. 

FOR THE MAIN MEAL 

(1) Vegetable soup, roast meat, 
spinach, parsnips, raw celery, buns, 
apple whip, plain cake, hot beverage. 

(2) Meat pie (containing potatoes 
and other vegetables), buttered beets, 
Salad of finely shaved raw cabbage, 
carrots and celery, salad dressing 
made of one-half teaspoonful of salt, 
two tablespoonfuls olive oll. a trace 
of garlic; fruit cup, lady fingers. 

(3) Boullion, baked fish (or chick- 
en), stewed tomatoes, mashed turnips, 
bread and butter, cheese and pear 
salad, Spanish cream (made of milk 
and gelatine), cookies. 

At the conclusion of the main meal 
of the day put on the table a dish of 
fruit, apples, raisins, figs, dates, nuts 
and perhaps some mints.
